Old Cuban Leaders Doing All They Can 
to Disgrace the Old Man. 


Havana. May 26. —The tight between 
General Gome* and the old Cuban as­ 
sembly leaders is w aging hotly. 
Gen. 
Gomez’ m anifesto issued to soldier* re­ 
quired them to give up their arms and re­ 
turn peaceably to their homes, w ill be 
met w ith a strong manifesto from a m a­ 
jority of the Cuban chiefs urging the 
soldiers not to accept any of the $3,000,- 
ooo offered by the U nited States, but to 
disband and keep their arms. 
A m eeting w as held at the home of 
General M aya Rodriguez, attended by 
the anti-G om ez officers in the Cuban 
army. 
Strong anti-A m erican 
senti­ 
m ents w ere expressed. G om ez was call­ 
ed a "traitor to Cuba libre” and severe­ 
ly scored for entering into the last nego­ 
tiations w ith General Brooke w ithou t 
consulting the representatives of the 
army. 
H is actions were construed by 
the speakers as an effort to further his 
own political aggrandizem ent. 
Cuban 
soldiers are not looking for charity from 
the U nited States, they say, and Gen. 
Brooke has no right to ask them to give 
up their arms as he m ight have con­ 
quered arm*. 
The Spanish volunteers 
in Havana still hold their Mausers, they 
asserted, and the soldiers who fought 
for independence should tx* perm itted to 
retire from the field w ith their arms 
By unanim ous vote it w as resolved to 
use all m eans to prevent the soldiers 
from surrendering their arms. 
In addi­ 
tion to the m anifesto General Rodriguez 
w ill send a personal letter to the soldiers 
asking them not to accept the money. 
General Brooke has approved the Go­ 
mez m anifesto asking the soldiers to dis­ 
arm. 
There are m any indications, however, 
that the chiefs w ill carry their point. 
All Gomez’ political enem ies are work­ 
ing w’ith them. 
The refusal of the sol­ 
diers to accept the m oney and surrender 
their arms, would be a crushing blow to 
Gomez. 
He is using all efforts to pre­ 
vent it, but an intim ate friend of his 
admits that a m ajority of the soldiers 
w ill return to their homes w ith their 
arms. 
The politicians who are oppos­ 
ing Gomez say the general feels his 
position k e e n ly , and thinks he has been 
treated sham fully by the Cubans for 
whom he fought w ithout a thought of 
recompense.

St. Louis. May 26.—W hen the confer­ 
ence of members of the Democratic na­ 
tional com m ittee 
adjourned at 5 SO 
o’clock yesterday afternoon it had taken 
no action regarding the policy of the 
party in the com ing presidential cam ­ 
paign and planks for tho platform were 
not even 
discussed. 
The 
m eeting 
from the first to last was one of discus­ 
sion regarding method* of work of next 
year and tho way* and means by which 
this work could bt) best accomplished. 
All members were urged to see that the 
organization of the party in their re­ 
spective states is perfected as soon as 
possible and all p r e d a tio n s be made 
for the fight. 
Tho m atters of 
"anti­ 
trust," "auti-im perialism ” and 
silver 
were not touched upon. 
N o action was 
taken regarding them and no explana­ 
tions were made.
